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Part 1 1 : The applicant argues in pages 20-21 for claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112*^ 1^ and 2""^ paragraphs that the current claims 
language "finding a next empty bit in a register" is adequately disclosed as seen in Figure 6 and comments that the allocation register and 
allocation SRAM are not mentioned in any of the claims so they are not believed to be relevant to the issue. 

The examiner respectfully submits that neither the current proposed amendment nor the argument in the remark would overcome the 
rejection of claims under 112*^ 1^' and 2""^ paragraphs since neither claims nor the comment would clearly define exactly what is the "empty 
bit in a register". 

The applicant comments in pages 21 for claims 12, 14, 19, 25,32,34, 35-36, 39-40,49,51 and 52-53 should be allowable over the prior 
art. 

The examiner respectfully submits that claim 53 would not be allowable over the prior art since it is depending on the cancelled claim 37. In 
addition, the applicant is adviced to cancel the withdrawn claims and also the claims depending on the cancelled claims. Based on the 
current proposed amendment, claims 12, 14, 19, 25, 32, 34, 35-36, 39-40, 49 and 51-52 are allowable over the prior arts. 
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
